In response to applicant's argument that the prior art does not teach "packet congestion state" examiner respecfully disagrees, Wan 
teaches RTCP packet is analyze in real time and collecting the congestion status information (see Wan col.8, lines 38-57). Obviously the 
packet contains the congestion state information. Otherwise, where is the congestion information come from. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F,2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co,, 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Applicant argued that the prior art does Messinger does not discloses 
"network entry point and exit point" however, Sharon teaches the packet contains the source address (entry point) and the destination 
address (exit point). Therefore the combination of Sharon, Wan and Messinger teaches the network entry point and exit point. 

In response to applicant's argument that the prior does not teach "near real time monitoring" examiner respectfully disagrees, one cannot 
show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Wan teaches 
monitoring the congestion in real time by analyzing the data packet. 
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
